Gaulle said there must be a 
“ strong, continuous and coher­ 
ent majority" to support “ a 
tough policy" planned to bring 
France back onto Its feet. 
De Gaulle warned that France 
has 
to 
meet 
strong 
foreign 
competition, 
ward 
off 
price 
rises, inflation and, a fall in the 
value of the iranc. 
Anti-Gaullists claim the presi­ 
dent’s expected attempt to get 
out the voters, violates a legal 
ban on use of the state-owned 
radio and television for elector­ 
al propaganda on election eve. 
The Gaullists appeared set io 
win an overwhelming majority 
in the 467-seat National Assem­ 
bly after snagging 142 metro­ 
politan seats in last Sunday’s 
opening round. This compared 
to six Communist seats, four 
centrists and two independents. 
One political concern among 
De Gaulle’s followers today was 
voter turnout. Premier Georges 
Pompidou voiced the fear that 
many citizens might think the 
elections were decided in the 
first round last week, and will 
leave on holiday outings instead 
of voting Sunday. 
Last 
Sunday 
a 
candidate 
needed a majority of the votes 
cast in his district to win. A 
simple plurality is required in 
the runoff round, and many of 
the remaining races appear so 
close a few votes could deter­ 
mine the results. 
De Gaulle called the election 
during the May-June workers’ 
strikes and student rebellion 
that at times threatened to top­ 
ple 
the 
77-year-old 
soldier- 
statesman’s government. Since 
then he has wooed the voters in 
a campaign playing heavily on 
fears of a possible Communist 
takeover. 
On the economic front, ru­ 
mors of impending devaluation 
provoked a new and heavy at­ 
tack on the French franc. 
Heavy trading pushed it to the 
floor against the Swiss franc, 
despite government insistence 
that it would hold at its present 
parity. The French currency 
has already reached floor level 
against the dollar—4.9740 francs 
to $1—and appeared to be near­ 
ing the floor in trading for Ger­ 
man marks. Italian lire and Bel­ 
gian francs.

Sirhan Is Granted 
Plea Postponement 


LOS ANGELES (A P) - Sir­ 
han Bishara Sirhan. the slender 
Jordanian accused of assassi­ 
nating Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, 
has been granted a three-week 
delay in entering a plea to give 
his attorney more time to study 
the case. 
A judge, standing in a jail 
chapel that served as a court­ 
room. postponed Friday the 21- 
year-old immigrant’s plea of 
guilty or not guilty to July 19. 
Veteran criminal lawyer Rus­ 
sell E. Parsons, who took over 
Sirhan’s defense 10 days ago at 
the accused’s request and with­ 
out fee. said he had had only 
“ limited time” to study the 
transcript of grand jury testi­ 
mony. 
Parsons told newsmen later 
that 
Sirhan’s 
mother 
Mary 
would visit him Monday for the 
first time since his arrest. The 
family lives in suburban Pasa­ 
dena. 
The 5-foot-2 Sirhan, clad in a 
light blue shirt, 
tight black 
pants and polished black loa­ 
fers. walked into the hearing 
room erect and expressionless. 
Three times he politely an­ 
swered the judge. "Yes. sir," in 
a calm, low voice amplified by 
a loudspeaker. 
About 175 newsmen and oth­ 
ers attended the nine-minute 
hearing 
in 
the 
Los 
Angeles 
County Central Ja il’s third-floor 
chapel—a large, oblong room 
with oak pews facing a platform 
at one end. No cameras or re­ 
corders were allowed in the 
room during the hearing. Every­ 
one was searched twice. 
Superior Court Judge Richard 
S^hauer, standing behind a lec­ 
tern at the rear of the platform, 
announced that “ these facili­ 
ties"—the jail chapel instead o? 
a regular courtroom—“ are to 
insure the defendant’s securi­ 
t y "

among front-row spectators. For 
Adel’s protection he was escort­ 
ed by several police detectives. 
Sirhan entered from a door to 
the spectators’ right.

Unions representatives agreed 
at a special meeting of City 
Council Friday night that ap­ 
proximately 24 employes in the 
water department and at the 
sewage treatment plant would 
return to their jobs immediately 
and remain on duty pending an­ 
other Council meeting Monday 
night. 
Remaining off the job were 
employes of the street depart­ 
ment and the incinerator work­ 


ers, who collect trash and gar­ 
bage. 
They 
normally do 
not 
work over the weekend. 
The striking employes were 
angered because council over-“ 
Jacked them in agreeing to pay 
raises for police and firemen. 
They are members of Local 677, 
.»merican Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employes 
Council agreed at the Friday 
night meeting to go over the 
books in the city auditor’s office 
today to determine if any funds 
are available for pay increases 
for the striking workers, then 
report their findings to union 
representatives.

Under the new law, higher 
taxes can be collected after 15 
days from its enactment. 
This means that paychecks 
received after July 14 must re­ 
flect the increased taxes even if 
the money is earned before that 
date. 
Since the tax for individuals is 
retroactive to last April 1, the 
amount withheld from weekly 
paychecks through next Decem­ 
ber will fall short of the amount 
due. The difference must be 
paid when income tax returns 
are filed by next April 15. 
Only exemptions for individu­ 
als are for single people earning 
$1.000 or less and married cou­ 
ples earning *2,000 or le^3. 
The tax increase will expire 
June 30, next year unless the 
administration elected in No­ 
vember decides to extend it and 
Congress agrees. 
The tax is retroactive for cor­ 
porations to last Jan. 1 and also 
includes a speedup of all tax 
payments for them. 
Another section continues the 
excise tax on automobiles at 7 
per cent and the telephone serv­ 
ice tax at 10 per cent, instead of 
permitting them to drop to 2 per 
cent and 1 per cent respactivly.

In One of Worst 
Atrocities of War

Are Victims 


Guerrillas Retaliate 
For Refusal to 
Supply Recruits 


SAIGON (A P) - Viet Cong 
troops throwing explosives into 
huts blasted apart a small fish­ 
ing village today and killed 88 
persons, a U.S. spokesman said, 
in what “ may be one of the 
worst atrocities of the war." 
One American officer said the 
villagers at Son Tra. 345 miles 
northeast of Saigon, had refused 
to supply the Viet Cong with re­ 
cruits and the guerrillas had 
threatened to burn the town. 
The U.S. Command said 73 cl- 
villians and 15 paramilitary gov­ 
ernment 
pacification 
workers 
were killed and another 103 ref­ 
ugees wounded in the 30-minute 
attack. The guerrilla force num­ 
bered at least 75 and perhaps as 
many a> 300. South Vietnamese 
headquarters said. 
Many of the civilians were 
burned alive. They had taken 
•belter in bunkers under thetr 
himes 
when 
the 
Viet Cong 
opened 
up 
with 
mortars 
at 
about midnight, but »heets of 
fire spread from hut to hut 
when 
the 
guerrillas 
began 
throwing in satchel charges. 
Other residents of the refugee 
settlement of 4,000 fled toward 
the positions of 14 U.S. Marines 
assigned to help guard the town 
and blocked the Marines’ line of 
fire toward the attackers, one 
Leatherneck said. 
Government 
headquarters 
said pacification workers killed 
12 Viet Cong in the battle. 
Fires touched off by the explo­ 
sives destroyed 85 per cent of 
the village of about five city 
blocks. 
In a similar attack last De­ 
cember on a refugee resettle­ 
ment village, the Viet Cong 
killed 114 Montagnard civilians 
and wounded 
47 with flame 
throwers and machine guns at 
Dak Son, 100 miles north of Sai­ 
gon. 
Son Tra was defenned by the 
14 Marines, perhaps .*0 govern­ 
ment militiamen, about 35 paci­ 
fication workers and a small 
group of self defense youth, gov­ 
ernment headquarters said. 
The militiamen and Marines 
form a "Combined Action Pla­ 
toon,” which lives 
and works 
with the villagers, giving them 
technical assistance and medi­ 
cal aid and trying to protect 
them. 
The village is only five miles 
southeast of the headquarters of 
the U.S. Army Americal Divi­ 
sion at Chu Lai and a company 
of American infantrymen from 
the 193th Light Infantry Bri­ 
gade, based near the village, 
landed by helicopter on the Ma­ 
rines’ hill position about 30 min­ 
utes after the attack. But the in­ 
fantrymen did not sweep into 
the village until dawn, six hours 
after the .attack.

Seamen s Union Orders 
Walkout Over Wages 


NEW YORK (AP) - The Na­ 
tional Maritime Union struck at 
12:01 a.m. today in a wage dis­ 
pute that could tie up 70 
cent of the American merchant 
fleet. 
The union has told its men not 
to establish picket lines for the 
time being. Early effects of the 
walkout appeared to be mini­ 
mal, but American flag ships 
now in port cannot sail without 
the unlicensed seamen repre­ 
sented by the union. 
About 100 ships are in ports at 
this time on the Atlantic, Gulf 
and Pacific coasts.Eventually, 
and Pacific coasts. Eventually, 
the 
strike 
could 
affect 
407 
freighters, 158 tankers and 11 
passenger-freighter ships. 


The union struck on the basis 
of a wage-reopener clause in the 
four-year contract it signed in 
1965. 
The shippers, 
however, 
contend that the union has al­ 
ready exercised its alloted wage 
reopeners. 
Officials of the 55,000-member

met

WASHINGTON (AP) - Liv­ 
ing costs rose three-tenths of 1 
per cent in May, continuing up­ 
ward at an annual rate of more 
than 4 per cent, the Lab or De­ 
partment reported Friday.

month were for clothing,

nearly 1 per cent, and food, up 
four-tenths of 1 per cent, said 
the Bureau of Lab or Statistics.

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Th e Soviets Attach a Condition 


Th e Soviet Union h as affirmed its readiness 
to open discussions toward a mutual limitation 
of costly offensive and defensive missile sy s­ 
te m s 
TTie announcement, made by Foreign Minis­ 
ter Andrei A. Gromy ko before th e Supreme So- 
Iviet, was in response to appeals from President 
I Joh nson as long ago as 15 month s. 
I Needless to say , th e United States h as been 
vastly encouraged by th e good news, wh ich , it 
broad treaty between th e two countries can 
bt successfully negotiated, coold mean a sh arp 
reduction in th e almost proh ibitive cost of th a 
•armaments race. 
•

BUT BEFORE OUR JOY over signs of Soviet 
cooperation in peace-making, science and eco­ 
nom ic development loses all semblance of re­ 
straint, it would be well to look closely into th a 
•full context of Mr. Gry moko’s statement. 
Th e Soviet foreign minister, in fact, laid down 
a condition in h is report th at may be difficult 
• tor th e United States to meet to th e complete 
satisfaction of Moscow. 


In th e questions of war and peace, Mr. Gry - 
moko dtclared, America’s deeds must match 
its words before th e Soviet Union will agree to 
closer cooperation. 
He was referring, of course, to th e Vietnam 
War, and h e reiterated Moscow’s refusal to im­ 
prove relations with th e United States until th at 
conflict is settled. 
It seems to us th at Mr. Gromy ko is using a 
promise to discuss limitations in th e missile 
race as bait to win concessions from th e U.S. in 
bringing an end to wh at th e Soviet Union h as 
alway s described as our aggression in Vietnam. 


JUST HOW FAR Moscow expects us to go In 
bringing about a peaceful solution to th e South ­ 
east Asian adventure is not dear, but th e price 
may be too expensive for our national h onor 
and integrity . 
Any progress th at would lessen th e possibility 
of nuclear confrontation any wh ere in th e world 
would be welcome news, indeed. 
But any lasting peace must respect th e legiti­ 
mate interests of all parties involved. 
Reforms Are Need ed 


We doubt if any th ing will be done about it un­ 
til next y ear, but Congress sh ould make some 
t 
reforms in our Selective Service Act to pro­ 
gram th e military obligation of our y oung men 
on a more democratic basis. 
Under th e present arrangement, only a por- 
1 tion of our y oung men are being forced to enlist 
in one of th e services, or to be inducted th rough 
our draft sy stem. 


MANY OTHERS manage to escape any mili­ 
tary obligation at all th rough continuing in th eir 
college careers or obtaining deferments. Some 
even receive a medical classification for a mi­ 
nor ph y sical problem wh ich would not preclude 
th em from performing limited duty . 
But y oung men wh o accept th e call — eith er 
by enlisting or entering th rough Selective Serv­ 
ice induction — are furth er penalized. 
Many h ave put in th eir two, th ree or four 
y ears in service, including a one-y ear stint in 
* Vietnam in th e midst of figh ting. 
Even after th ey h ave faced th e risks of war 
in Vietnam, and h ave returned h ome, th ey ara 
forced, under our present Selective Service Act, 
to remain in th e reserves until th ey h ave com­ 
pleted a full six-y ear military obligation. 
For some it means being subject to military 
reserve program* for four y ears, even after 


th ey h ave been separated following th eir two 
y ears of active service. 
And for oth ers, it means taking two weeks 
out of th e summer month s to attend camps, 
wh ich many of th em would prefer not to attend. 
MEANWHILE, oth er y oung men are not sub­ 
jected to any military obligation wh atsoever. 
We h ope with in th e next y ear th e inequities 
will be corrected! 


Cold Blast In Hit Puff 


Th e sigh t of someone sh ivering fi • i wintry 
blasts, puffing on a cigarette to "keep warm’* 
is common to all us of. 
Now come two Ph iladelph ia scientists with 
proof th at people wh o smoke to try to keep 
warm are just kidding th emselves; th e smoker 
is just going to be colder th an nonsmokers. 
Using a device known as a th ermograph , 
th e doctors proved th at nicotine taken into 
th e sy stem by smoking causes th e periph eral 
circulatory sy stem—-th ose little blood streams 
leading down to our outer limits like toes 
and fingers—to constrict. Wh en blood stops 
flowing, we get colder. It'* just th at simple. 
Waving th e arms vigorously would warm 
a person faster—particularly if h e waved cig­ 
arettes away !

Say s Gun Laws Not th e Answer 
Th e Associated Press h as just released th e 
results of a week-long survey concerning vio­ 
lent death s by firearms. Th ey present th eir 
findings in such a manner as to cause th e av­ 
erage reader to get th e wrong impression of a 
situation. 
We are led to believe th at th e h omicide rate 


by firearms is running rampant, wh en th a 
truth of th e overa’l problem is th at th e inci­ 
dence of murder by firearms is actually sh ow­ 
ing a reducing trend. 
We must not consider th is as a number alone, 
but rath er as a comparative figure. Th e AP 
survey sh ows 109 h omicide for one week in 
1968. However, th ey also state th at in 1968 th e 
FBI reports an average of 125 per week. 
In 1966, our h omicides were 12 per cent h igh ­ 
er but our national population was about th ree 
per cent lower. In 1930 wh en our population was 
123 million, th ere were nearly 700 more h omi­ 
cides by firearms th an in 1965 wh en our popu­ 
lation was 103 million. In 1930 th ere were 5.8 
firearms murders per 100,000 population. In 
1965 th ere were 2.9 firearms murders per 100,- 
000. (Statistical A bstract of U.S. 1966). Using 
th e AP survey and a little simple arith metic, 
W6 find th at th ere will be 5,668 firearms mur­ 
ders in 1968 , (h ow many of th ese will be gang­ 
land eliminations), as compared to a figure 
from th e FBI quoted by AP last week at 6,500 
for 1966. Th is is a drop of 8 00 in two y ears, 
wh ile th e population increased by a few million. 
If y ou consider th is th orough ly and sanely , 
It appears th at restricting ownersh ip of guns 
is not th e answer to any part of our crime or 
murder problem. It seems a greater penalty 
for th e wrong USE of a gun would be more ef­ 
fective. 
After all, th e criminal element pay s no at­ 
tention to th e written law, wh y would h e obey 
any gun law? Th e law-abiding citizen does no 
h arm with h is guns, so wh y penalize, inconven­ 
ience or embarass h im? 
Our best sociologists and many study re­ 
ports claim th e availability of guns h as little 
bearing on th e incidence of suicide.

NEW YORK — Some unions h ave been con­ 
tending th at one of th eir biggest worries today 
Is th e corporate conglomerate. 
Th e tradition of industrial unions, as we 
know, h as been to try to organize so as to try to 
blanket entire Industries; th is path , unions h ave 
felt, could enable th em to influence wage struc­ 
tures with in an Industry with minimal concern 
lor th e disciplines of th e competitive market. 
'Hius unions now appear to fear th at if th e 
business 
scope of corporations Increasingly 
crosses several industry boundaries, a dominant 
position in bargaining with such corporations 
cannot so easily be ach ieved — unless someh ow 
th e unions can amalgamate into a common 
front all of th e separate unions wh ich may rep­ 
resent th e various employ es of a single corpora­ 
tion, regardless of th e difference in th e compet­ 
itive markets wh ich influence th eir future. 


SHOULD THEY SUCCEED, th ere is a strong 
likelih ood th at no one will be th e winner. Th is 
country doesn’t need any furth er enlargement 
of union power centers. 
Rath er th e question is h ow well our economy 
can progress in ligh t of th e union power centers 
wh ich already exist. 
Th ere is a big difference between th e eco­ 
nomic and social conditions wh ich exist today , 
and th ose wh ich existed in th e depression-rid­ 
den ‘30’s wh en th e legal backdrop for today ’s 
union power structure was legislated. 
In th e ’30s jobs were scarce — meaningful al­ 
ternate employ ment opportunities didn’t exist 
for employ es wh o wanted to protest th e condi­ 
tions under wh ich th ey were working. And in 
many cases th ose conditions left a lot to be de­ 
sired. 
Today it is different. In implementing th e un­ 
derly ing ph ilosoph y of th e Employ ment Act of 
1946, th e government h as encouraged inflation 
by th e pursuit of monetary and fiscal policies 
designed to ach ieve h igh aggregate demand and 
low unemploy ment. 
Th is h as contributed, of course, to a generally 
strong demand for goods and services, and em­ 
ploy es a* well — and h ence, a wide availability 
of alternate employ ment opportunities for near­ 
ly any one with a marketable skill. 
But it h as also produced a tendency for all 
wages to drift upward and, in addition h as add­ 
ed a significant leverage to th e normal effective 
power of unions. 


NO OTHER INDEX of th is result is needed 
th an th at sh owing th e extent to wh ich employ ­ 
ment costs h ave been rising in excess of prod­ 
uctivity trends. 
Primarily as a result of a series of king-siza 
settlements, unit labor costs in th e private non­ 
farm economy rose nearly 10 per cent over th e 
?4-month period ending with th e first quarter of 
1968 . Th is excess h as created tremendous pres­ 
sure on prices wh ich h ave risen almost 7 per 
cent in th e same period. 
Under th ese conditions, progress with in our 
society calls not for larger or strong agglomer­ 
ations of union power — rath er it calls for de­ 
velopments wh ich may enable employ e groups 
to become more fully and intimately responsive 
to die market forces wh ich sooner or later must 
affect th eir well-being and th eir employ ment 
opportunities. 
Ho wev er much unio ns ma y stra in 
to insula ta 


labor from market competition, such competi­ 
tion is destined to be a way of life, against 
wh ich th ere can be no permanent insulation — 
even th ough its discipline does not alway s seem 
sufficiently immediate to make casual relation­ 
sh ips inescapably clear to th ose wh o would pre­ 
fer not to see th em. 
A union may succeed in blanketing an entire 
Industry with in a single national economy . But 
if h istory is any guide, th at industry , and h ence 
its employ es, will face new labor-cost competi­ 
tion from anoth er industry making a substitute 
material. 
And even if all th is source of labor competi­ 
tion were sewed up by one vast monopoly , th ere 
would still be th e difficult competition provided 
by similar industries in oth er parts of th e 
world. 
Th is is a real problem for th e United State* 
and its employ es today . We are supposed to be 
th e tech nological strongh old of th e world, with 
an efficiency great enough to out-compete all 
comers. But we are finding out th at wh atever 
advantage we may h ave h ad in th is direction ia 
no longer enough . 


OUR BALANCE OF TRADE is disappearing. 
Our merch andise is losing its competitive ad­ 
vantage. Th e plain fact is th at our employ ment 
costs are rising too fast — much faster th an 
our productivity . We just h aven’t y et earned th e 
standard of living to wh ich we are currently 
lay ing claim. 
It is net unreasonable to suppose th at many 
intel’igent union leaders are today fully aware 
th at th e out-size settlements th ey h ave recently 
been exacting are not in th e long-term interests 
of th ose wh om th ey represent, to say noth ing of 
being dangerously inflationary and damaging to 
bcth th e current and future position of th e Unit­ 
ed States in world trade. 
But in unions, as in government, th ere is of­ 
ten a gap between wh at is economically desira­ 
ble and wh at is politically possible. And th e 
larger th e union organization, th e wider ita 
span, th e greater th e gap is likely to be. 
So we don’t need a furth er enlargement of th e 
union power base. We don’t need more massive 
power foundations for union leaders to use in 
creating crisies — intra-industry , multi-indus­ 
try , or oth erwise — wh en th ese foundations so 
often appear to crumble in th eir efforts to re­ 
solve th e crises th ey h ave produced. 
If corporate crossings of industry lines can De 
even one of th e factors wh ich could h elp in sav­ 
ing union leaders from being victims of a back­ 
lash in resentment against a power base wh ich 
is already over-large and unwieldy , even such 
leaders migh t someday be grateful. For a con­ 
tinuation of present inflationary trends can only 
lead to an assortment of most unh appy possibil­ 
ities, wh ich could range from controls to deval­ 
uation. 


'Hot Pursuit?' Cool It 


Two doctors, in a report to th e American 
Medical Association, h ave come out against 
a familiar and well-accepted police institution 
— "h ot pursuit” of speeders and oth er crim­ 
inals. 
Th e doctors are members of th e Ph y sicians 
for Automotive Safety Committee of th e AMA. 
Th ey argue th at most pursuit is of minor 
traffic offenders — but th e results are mass­ 
ively destructive. 
At least 25 per cent of such ch ases, th ey 
reDorted, end in death and 70 per cent in an 
accident, often serious. 
“Th e police are really making someth ing 
major out of someth ing minor,’’ said Dr. Sey ­ 
mour Ch arles of Newark, N.J. 
To any one using h igh way s and streets, th e 
sigh t of a police car careening in ch ase, with 
siren screaming and topligh t flash ing, h as 
become almost commonplace. So, unfortunate­ 
ly ,* h ave become th e wrecked cars, th e strewn 
bodies and th e crippling after-effects. 
Th e doctors may h ave a point th ere. Th e 
game may just not be worth th e fcandaL

Court 
'Packing' 


Once again th e membersh ip of th e Supreme 
Court of th e United States h as been cy nically 
made an instrument of personal and political 
manipulation. 
Th e audacity of presidents in giving judicial 
•ppotntments to political cronies was pointed 
out by th is correspond*"* -t th e time th e two 
men now being named to fill vacancies on th e 
nation’» h igh est court—Abe Fortas and Homer 
Th omberry — were first nominated to serve on 
th e federal bench . 
Back in July , 1963, President Kennedy an­ 
nounced h e was naming to th e Federal District 
Court Rep. Th omberry , a Texas Democrat and 
for many y ears a political ally of Ly ndon Joh n­ 
son, th en vice president On July 11, 1963, th is 
correspondent wrote: 


"IT IS REPORTED on Capitol Hill th at th a 
administration plans to defer action In th e Sen­ 
ate on th e Th omberry nomination until som * 
time toward th e end of th e present session in 
order to assure h is vote for administration poli­ 
cies in th e closely divided Rules Committee of 
th e House wh ile important legislation is being 
considered by th e committee in th e next few 
month s .. 
"But wh y sh ould Rep. Th omberry be reward­ 
ed with a federal judgesh ip? He h as never 
served on th e bench in any court. Wh y sh ould 
th e president of th e United States give any one a 
lifetime post in th e judicial sy stem on th e basis 
of favors done of a political nature? 
"How can th ere be confidence in th e federal 
judiciary if judgesh ips become a matter of pol­ 
itical patronage? Were th ere no lawy ers or 
state judges in West Texas better qualified for 
th e judgesh ip in question?,.. 
"Does th e sy stem of using judgesh ips as a re­ 
ward for past political favors mean th at judges 
already on th e bench can expect promotions to 
th e United States Court of Appeals only if th ey 
"play ball” with th e administration in power?’* 
President Joh nson, in 1965, advanced Mr. 
Th omberry to th e Court of Appeals and now 
h as named h im an associate justice of th e Su­ 
preme Court of th e United States. 
Also, wh en Arth ur Goldberg was persuaded to 
leave th e h igh court to become U.S. ambassa­ 
dor to th e United Nations, President Joh nson 
promptly appointed h is long-time personal ad­ 
viser, Abe Fortas, as associate justice. Th is 
correspondent wrote th en, July 25, 1965: 
"Small wonder th at th e Supreme Court of th a 
United States h as steadily fallen into disrepute 
in recent y ears as it h as developed into an oli­ 
garch y of politically rath er th an judicially 
minded individuals. 
"Now President Joh nson h as selected Ah e 
Fortas — h is personal friend of long standing 
wh o h as never h ad a day ’s experience on th e 
bench —to be one of th e nine justices of th e Su­ 
preme Court of th e United States. Th is is in line 
with th e unfortunate trend of th e psst several 
y ears. 
"Oth er presidents besides Mr. Joh nson, Re­ 
publican as well as Democratic, h ave appointed 
to th e Supreme Court political associates or 
partisan supporters with a 
c ont r ove r s i a l 
background... 
"It is surprising th at spokesmen for th e bar 
associations, wh o often stress th e need for 
a 
’rule of law,’ are willing to sit by with out pro­ 
test as political rath er th an judicial training be­ 
comes th e major qualification for appointment 
to th e h igh est court of th e land.* 
Wh at redress do th e American people h ave 
wh en th ere is such blatant politics in appoint­ 
ments to th e nation’s h igh est court? Th e voters 
cannot express th emselves on th is issue directly 
at th e polls, but th ey can h old responsible th e 
members of th e Senate wh o may soon vote to 
confirm th e appointments. 
One th ird of th e senators will be seeking re- 
election in November, and th e people will h ave 
a ch ance to reject th ose candidates wh o go 
along with th e “packing” of th e Supreme Court 
with lifetime appointments of political croniej 
by a "lame-duck" president. 


OTHER SENATORS of both parties wh o will 
be voting on wh eth er or not to confirm, but wh o 
h appen not to be up for re-election th is y ear, 
will h ardly be indifferent, moreover, to th e way 
public opinion reacts to th is strange episode. 
For wh en a president with just a few month s 
left in office undertakes to deprive th e next 
president of an opportunity to appoint a ch ief 
justice of th e United States — a position vitallv 
affecting th e operation of th e American consti­ 
tutional sy stem - it is h ardly likely th at th e 
American people will approve wh at appears io 
th em to be a case of political manipulation. 
Tliere may even be a filibuster in th e Senate 
to prevent action until th e convening of th e 
newly elected Congress in January .
